Jfnj.-G  on.  Koseeraim  and  his  staff  arrived 
here  Saturday  evening  at  about  10o' clock, 
the  train  Laving  been  delayed  by  a  trilling 
accident.  His  rooms  bad  been  engaged  at 
the  Gait  House  by  his  friends,  and  hun- 
dreds ol  our  best  and  most  patriotic  citizens 
thronged  there  to  see  him  and  to  bid  him 
welcome.

He  knows  that  he  lias  left  the  Army 
of  the  Cumberland  in  good  hands,  and  be 
evidently  awaits  the  investigation  if  any  is 
intended,  of  his  own  conduct  without  tbe 
shadow  ol"  apprehension.  From  full  con- 
versations with  the  officers  of  his  staff,  we 
know  that  all  the  extraordinary  and  start- 
ling charges,  telegraphed  as  having  been 
made  or  intimated  or  suggested  io  the  Wash- 
ington Chronicle,  supposed  by  some  to  be  an 
organ  of  the  Administration,  are  as  false  as 
any  falsehood  that  ever  emanated  from  the 
tongue  of  Satan.  The  Administration  will 
never,  officially,  make  one  ol  those  charges 
against  him.

The  General  commanding  doubts  not  you 
frill  be  as  true  to  yourselves  and  your  coun- 
try in  the  future  as  you  have  been  in  the 
past.  To  the  division  and  brigade  com- 
manders he  tenders  his  cordial  thanks  for 
their  valuable  aid  and  hearty  co  operation 
in  all  he  has  undertaken.  To  the  chiefs  of 
the  staff  departments  and  their  subordinates, 
whom  he  leaves  behind,  he  owes  a  debt  of 
gratitude  fortheir  fidelity  and  untiring  devo 
lion  to  duty.

A  Hebel  Privateer — A  British  Ship  Fired 
luto. 

Some  additional  particulars  have  been  re 
ceived  with  reference  to  the  stoppage  of  the 
ship  Hahneman,  on  her  way  to  Bombay,  by 
a  Confederate  privateer  already  mentioned. 
On  the  1st  of  July,  in  latitude  25  deg.,  25 
min.,  South,  and  longitude  32  deg.,  48  min., 
West,  while  in  company  with  two  Dutch 
barks — one  named  the  Bulgerstyn,  the  other 
name  unknown — they  perceived  a  large  brig 
bearing  down  upon  them  with  all  sail.  She 
passed  the  two  Dutch  ships,  exchanged  sig- 
nals with  them  ami  then  shaped  her  course 
for  the  Hahneinai,,  who  was  then  on  the 
port  tack,  and  heading  to  S.  S.  W  ,  with  the 
wind  S.  E.  The  brig  then  tired  a  blank 
gun,  and  the  British  colors  were  immediate- 
hoisted  on  the  Hahneman,  who  still  kept  on 
her  course.  The  American  now  fired  a 
-.hotted  gun,  which,  fortunately  fell  astern  ; 
afterward,  another  shot  dropped  just  ahead. 

The  Hahneman  then  lay  to,  and  the  bark 
rapidly  gained  upon  her,  and  while  she  was 
hauling  up  her  mainsail,  the  privateer  again 
tfred — this  time,  two  shotted  guns — and  one 
ul  which  very  nearlv  reached  the  Hahne- 
man, falling  in  a  line  with  the  foremast, 
and  the  other  passed  over  tbe  poop,  close  by 
the  Captain  and  mate.  The  Hahneman 
was  immediately  brought  to,  and  waited  the 
approach  of  the  unwelcome  stranger  When 
she  was  within  about  400  yards,  a  boat  was 
lowered,  manned  by  an  officer  and  four  men, 
heavily  arfned,  three  of  whom  boarded  the 
the  Hahneman,  and  demanded  her  papers. 
The  officer  was  remonstrated  with  by  the 
Captain  as  to  his  mode  of  procedure,  who 
replied  that  it  he  was  sure  she  was  a  Feder 
ul  ship,  they  would  have  sunk  her  rather 
than  let  her  escape.  The  ship's  papers  were 
strictly  scrutinized,  witli  which  the  officer 
expressed  himself  satisfied.  The  officer, 
upon  inquiry,  said  his  ship  was  the  Tusca 
loosa,  Captain  Low,  and  had  run  the  block- 
ade of  Charleston  after  the  defeat  of  th 
iron  clads,  and  had  been  fifty  days  out;  she 
had  not  c  iptured  any  vessels  in  that  time, 
although  several  had  been  boarded  by  her. 
The  officer,  Mr.  St.  Clair,  a  native  of  Vir- 
ginia, then  lelt  the  ship,  together  with  his 
men,  and  the  Hahneman  proceeded  on  her 
way. 

Murderers  Ilecogmzed  by  ii  Cat. 

The  following  anecdote  is  taken  from  a 
report  made  by  a  physician  at  Lions  : 

Many  years  ago  I  was  called  upon  to  make 
a  report,  respecting  a  murder,  committed  on 
the  person  of  a  woman  named  Penit.  In 
comp  ying  with  this  summons,  I,  in  compa- 
ny with  a  justice  of  the  peace,  repaired  to 
the  habitation  ol  the  deceased,  where  I 
louud  on  the  floor  the  body  of  a  young 
woman  extended  lifeless  and  weiteriug  in 
her  own  blood.  A  spaniel  lay  at  her  feet, 
licking  them  from  time  to  time  and  utter- 
ing piteous  moans.  On  our  appearance  he 
rose  up,  but  did  not  bark.  He  then  came 
up  to  us  and  returned  to  his  mistress.  A 
large  white  cat  also  attracted  my  attention  ; 
he  was  mounted  on  the  cornice  of  a  cup- 
board, at  the  lar  end  of  the  appartment, 
where  he  seemed  to  have  taken  reluge  He 
sat  motionless  ;  his  eyes  fixed  on  the  corps; 
hie  attitude  and  looks  expressed  horror  and 
affright. 

Alter  a  slight  examination  I  retired, 
promising  to  return  the  next  morning  with 
one  of  my  brethren  of  the  faculty.  On  re- 
turning, according  to  my  promise,  the  first 
objt  ct  which    struck  the  eye  of  Dr.  Martin, 


who  accompanied  roe,  was  the  same  cat 
which  I  had  before  observed.  He  was  in 
his  former  station,  in  the  same  posture,  but 
his  looks  had  acquired  so  strong  an  expres- 
sion of  horror  and  rage,  as  to  inspire  my 
colleague  with  a  suspicion  that  the  animal 
was  mad.  The  room  was  filled  with  the 
officers  of  justice  and  the  armed  force;  but 
neither  the  clattering  of  the  soldiers'  arms, 
nor  the  noise  occasioned  by  the  loud  and 
animated  conversation  of  the  company, 
could  divert  the  attention  ot  the  cat,  or 
produce  any  change  in  his  menacing  atti- 
tude. I  was  preparing  to  examine  the  body, 
when  some  persons  who  were  suspected 
were  brought  into  the  room. 

As  soon  as  the  cat,  whose  motions  I  had 
watched,  had  observed  these  persons,  hU 
eyes  glared  with  increased  fury,  his  bair 
bristled  up,  he  darted  into  the  middle  ol 
the  appartment,  stopped  for  a  moment,  then 
went  and  lay  down  under  the  bed  beside 
the  spaniel,  evidently  sympathizing  with 
him  in  his  indignation  at  the  murder,  and 
his  faithful  attachment  to  his  mistress. 
These  mute  but  alarming  witnesses  did  not 
escape  the  attention  of  the  men,  whose 
countenances  were  disconcerted  at  the 
sight,  and  who  now,  for  the  first  time  dur- 
ing the  examination,  displayed  fear.  At 
the  sight  of  the  cat  they  became  greatly 
alarmed,  consequently  the  suspicion  fixed 
upon  them  became  confirmed,  and  soon  af- 
ter their  guilt  was  clearly  established.  Thus 
did  the  cat  bear  witness  to  their  ideutity,  and 
further  the  ends  ol  justice. 


Letter  from  Col.  W.  A.  Warner — Particu- 
lars of  the  Murder  of  Major  A.  G.  Wile- 
mun,  of  (he  IStli  Kentucky. 

Pendleton,  Co.,  Kr.,  Oct.  8th,  1863. 
Dear  Sir: — I  have  just  returned  from  the 
funeral  of  Maj.  A.  G.  Wileman,  of  the  18th 
Ky.,  who  was  foully  murdered  and  robbed 
in  this  county  on  Monday  night  last.  He 
had  only  returned  on  furlough  on  Friday 
last.  He  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of 
Chickamanga  River.  The  Cincinnati  papers 
have  incorrect  statements  as  to  the  partic- 
ulars of  his  sad  end.  He  was  as  brave  and 
true  a  man  as  ever  lived  ;  behaved  with  mark 
ed  gallantry  at  the  battles  of  Richmond, 
Howe's  Gap  and  Chickamanga.  He  was 
a  man  of  superior  intellect  and  education  ; 
a  physician  with  a  large  practice  when  he 
joined  our  regiment  as  Captain,  and  was 
promoted  for  bravery  and  good  conduct  on 
the  battle  field  as  Major  in  May  last. 

He  was  sitting  in  his  house  between  C  and 
7  o'clock  P.  M.  ;  with  four  of  his  neigh- 
bors, three  gentlemen  undone  lady  and  his 
wife,  when  the  murderers  entered  with  pis- 
tol in  hand  presented,  demanding  his  money 
and  person.  Thev  represented  themselves 
as  belonging  fo  Breckinridge's  command, 
and  said  their  forces  had  taken  Falmouth 
and  they  had  been  sent  for  him.  He  refus- 
ed positively  to  lei  them  have  his  money, 
which  they  did  not  get,  but  they  got  near 
two  hundred  dollars  Irom  two  of  the  other 
-gentlemen  present.  They  then  look  him 
out  and  carried  him  about  a  mile  and  a  half 
from  his  house,  and  there  stripped  him  of 
all  his  clothing,  with  the  exception  of  his 
hoots  and  shirt,  shot  him  through  the  head, 
the  ball  entering  the  left  temple  and  pow- 
der-burning his  wounded  arm  ;  his  chin  was 
mashed  down  and  jaw  broken.  After  niur 
dering  him  they  dragged  him  down  a  branch 
some  thirty  eleps  and  left  him  lying  on  his 
face,  his  shirt  over  his  head,  being  dragged 
by  his  feet.  They  afterwards  robbed  a 
store  in  the  neighborhood  owned  by  a  for- 
mer Lieutenant,  Samuel  Patterson,  of  the 
18th  Kentucky,  who  was  severely  wounded 
in  the  battle  of  Richmond.  They  met  in 
the  road  a  farmer,  Thomas  Winn,  whom 
they  arrested.  They  held  a  consultation 
over  him  and  determined  (as  they  said)  lo 
serve  him  as  they  had  the  Major.  They 
collected  together  some  few  steps  from  Winn 
to  consult  as  to  what  disposition  to  majte  of 
him,  he,  however,  overheard  their  conversa- 
tion, and  concluded  to  run  the  chances  by 
making  his  escape,  which  he  fortunately 
did.  The  number  of  the  gang  i9  variously 
estimated  at  from  8  to  40,  and  several  of 
them  recognised  as  former  citizens  of  this 
county. 

This  is  the  beginning  of  a  terrible  state 
of  affairs  in  this  part  of  the  State,  a'nd  a 
stop  must  be  put  to  it.  If  1  only  had  my 
trusty  Old  Eighteenth  here  we  would  soon 
quiet  the  Northern  half  of  the  State,  as  we 
have  done  heretofore.  There  is  great  ex 
citement  here,  and  well  there  might  be. — 
We  have  several  returned  Morgan  men  here 
that  will  have  fo  move  their  washing  fur- 
ther South.  They  are  made  heroes  of  and 
nursed  as  pinks  of  perfection,  whose  hands 
but  n  short  time  ago  were  red  with  the  blood 
of  their  fellow  citizens,  riding  their  stolen 
horses,  and  are  allowed  lo  settle  down 
quietly  amongst  us  until  a  fresh  opportuni- 
ty offers  for  them  to  commence  their  hellish 
work  again. 

The  Major  left  a  wife  and  three  children 
to  mourn  his  sad  fate.

Alter  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  a  Union  sol- 
dier was  found  in  a  secluded  spot  on  the  field, 
where,  wounded  he  had  laid  himself  down 
to  die.  In  his  hands  tightly  clasped,  was 
an  ambrotype  containing  the  portraits  of 
three  small  children,  and  upon  Ibis  picture 
his  eyes,  set  in  death,  rested.  The  last  ob- 
ject upon  which  tbe  dying  father  looked 
was  the  image  ol  his  children,  and  as  be  si- 
lently gazed  upon  them  his  soul  passed 
away.  How  touching  !  How  solemn 
What  pen  can  describe  the  emotions  of  this 
patriot  father  as  he  gazed  upon  these  chil 
dren,  so  soon  to  be  made  orphaus  !  Wound 
ed  and  alone,  the  din  of  battle  still  sounding 
in  his  ear,  he  lies  down  to  die.  His  last 
thoughts  and  prayers  are  for  his  family.  He 
has  finished  his  work  on  earth  ;  his  last  bat- 
tle had  been  fought;  he  had  freely  given 
his  life  lo  hia  country;  and  now,  while  his 
life's  blood  is  ebbing,  he  clasps  in  his  hands 
the  image  of  his  children,  and,  commending 
litem  to  the  God  of  the  fatherless,  rests  his 
last  lingering  look  upon  them. 

When,  after,  the  battle,  the  dead  were 
being  buried  this  soldier  wa9  thus  found. 
The  ambrotype  was  taken  from  his  embrace, 
and  has  since  been  sent  to  this  city  lor  re- 
cognition. Nothing  else  was  found  upon  his 
person  by  which  he  might  be  identified 
His  grave  has  been  marked,  however,  so  that 
if  by  any  means  this  ambrotype  will  lead  to 
his  recognition  he  may  be  disinterred.  This 
picture  is  now  in  the  possesion  ol  Dr.  Bourns, 
No  1,104  Spring  Garden  street,  of  this  cily, 
who  can  be  called  upon  or  addressed  in  reler- 
ence  to  it.  The  children,  two  boys  and  a 
girl,  are,  apparently,  nine,  seven  and  five 
years  of  age,  the  boys  being  respectively  the 
oldest  and  youngest  of  the  three.

And  first,  he  pro- 
poses to  develope  liberal  principles  of  gov- 
ernment in  Finland,  granting  to  its  inhabi- 
tants more  extended  privileges  in  reference 
to  the  assessment  of  taxes  and  the  making 
of  motions,  reserving  to  himself  only  the 
right  to  lake  the  initiative  in  all  questions 
concerning  changes  in  the  fundamental  law. 
The  Emperor  closes  his  speec'.l,  so  lull  of 


ernuient  upon  all  the  Statesof  the  Empire,  for 
he  would  not  certainly  pay  such  a  tribute  to 
liberal  institution')  as  this  speech  contains, 
unless  he  contemplated  the  adoption  of 
them.  In  fact,  in  his  correspondence  with 
the  We-tern  Powers  in  reference  to  Poland, 
he  has  promised  to  it  a  representative  consti- 
tution, which  he  will  undoubtedly  establish 
as  soon  as  the  present  rebellion  shall  have 
been  quelled.  Moreover,  it  is  said  that  the 
Emperor  has  in  readiness  to  issue,  a  procla- 
mation establishing  nine  Provincial  Diets 
throughout  Russia,  all  to  be  subordinate  to  a 
Central  Chamber  of  Representatives  of  the 
Empire.

Surely,  liberty  is 
becoming  and  unconquerable  power  in  all 
nations,  aud  he  is  the  wise  ruler  who  regards 
it.

Important  Arrbst  of  a  Spy — During  last 
summer,  a  man  named  Sterling  King  was 
arrested  at  Cincinnati  and  sentencod  to  six 
months'  labor  on  the  fortifications  for  a 
grievous  offense  in  the  military  service,  for 
which  he  was  convicted  and  sentenced.  Be- 
fore the  sentence  was  put  into  execution, 
from  certain  disclosures  which  were  develop 
ed,  King  was  retained  in  prison  as  a  spy. 

The  evidence  agairist  him,  the  Enquirer 
says,  accumulated,  and  it  became  positively 
certain  that  the  authorities  had  in  custody 
a  dangerous  person,  one  who  had  for  a  series 
of  months  prowled  around  the  camps  and 
all  the  military  stations  and  head-quart.-.-.. 
at  Cincinnati  and  elsewhere.  About  li>e 
weeks  since,  by  the  aid  of  a  rope,  King  ai,  J 
Col.  Patten,  a  Confederate  officer,  made  their 
escape  from  McLean  Barracks,  in  Cincinna- 
ti, by  descending  from  an  upper-story  win- 
dow. The  escape  was  regarded  as  a  misfor- 
tune, and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to 
recapture  the  pair.  On  Saturday,  Colonel 
Patten  was  captured  in  the  interior  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  taken  back  to  Cincinnati  and 
lodged  in  prison. 

On  Monday,  the  Marshal  was  informed 
that  King  was  seen  riding  down  Central 
Avenue  with  a  lady  in  a  buggy.  Believing 
that  King  was  still  in  Cincinnati,  Reaney 
procured  from  Porter  one  of  King's  photo- 
graphic carte  de  visiles,  and  had  a  dozen 
copies  immediately  taken.  These  were  placed 
in  the  hands  of  his  officers  throughout  the 
city  and  a  close  watch  was  kept  up  day  and 
night  for  King.  Wednesday  evening  two  ol 
the  detectives  discovered  their  game  walk" 
ing  down  Vine  street,  near  Seventh,  atten- 
tively reading  u  newspaper.  One  of  the  de- 
tectives advanced  and  saluted  the  well-dress- 
ed gentleman  with.  "How  do  you  do,  Mr. 
King?" 

King— "Sir,  you  are  mistaken  ;  that  is 
not  my  name  ?" 

Detective — (Producing  one  ot  the  photo- 
graph cards.)  ''Then  this  picture  of  you 
presents  a  very  striking  similarity  with  your 
looks." 

King  started  back,  and  discovering  that 
lie  was  caught,  accompanied  the  officers  to 
Marshal  Reaney office,  when  he  was 
searched  aud  found  to  have  in  his  possession 
a  pai«  of  handsome  pistols,  considerable 
Confederate  money,  and  an  English  passpori, 
under  an  assumed  name.  Other  papers 
were  found  on  him,  the  nature  of  which  it 
would  be  improper  at  this  time  to  make 
known  to  the  public.  They  will  undoubted, 
ly  prove  valuable  to  the  Government. 

The  prisoner  was  taken  before  Generals 
Cox  and  McLean,  and  refused  to  give  any 
satisfactory  account  of  himself.  He  was 
then  taken  to  McLean  Barracks  and  put  in 
irons.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important  ar- 
rests thai  has  been  made  in  Cincinnati  for 
some  time.

The  Service  of  the  Moisture  in  the  Air. 
One  of  the  most  curious  and  interesting  of 
the  recent  discoveries  of  science  is,  that  it  is 
to  the  presence  of  a  very  small  proportion  of 
watery  vapor  in  our  atmosphere — less  than 
one  half  of  one  per  cent. — that  much  of  the 
beneficent  effect  of  the  heat  is  due.  The 
rays  of  heat  sent  forth  from  the  earth  after 
it  has  been  warmed  by  the  sun  would  soon 
be  lost  in  space,  but  for  the  wonderful  absor- 
bent properties  of  these  molecules  of  aque- 
ous vapor,  which  act  with  many  thousand 
times  the  power  of  the  atoms  of  oxygen  and 
nitrogen  of  which  the  air  is  composed.  By 
this  means  the  heat,  instead  of  being  trans- 
mitted into  infinitude  as  last  as  produced,  is 
stopped  or  dammed  up,  and  held  hack  on 
its  rapid  course,  to  (urnish  the  necessary 
conditions  of  life  and  growth.  Let  this 
moisture  be  taken  from  the  air  but  for  a 
single  summer  night,  and  the  sun  would  rise 
next  morning  upon  a  "world  held  fast  in  the 
iron  grip  of  frost."  But  the  power  of  ab 
sorption  and  of  radiation  in  the  same  body 
are  always  equal,  so  that  ut  length  it  is 
poured  forth  into  space;  else  our  atmosphere 
would  become  a  vast  reservoir  of  fire,  and 
all  organic  life  be  burned  up.

PS^Governor  Seymour  has  issued  a  proc- 
lamation, urging  upon  the  citizens  ol  New 
York  to  aid  in  recruiting  volunteer*",  under 
the  recent  call  of  the  President.  In  the 
appeal  which  he  makes  to  the  people  he, 
with  great  truth,  says  : 

In  this  emergency  it  is  the  duty  of  all  the 
citizens  to  listen  to  the  appeal  put  forth  by 
the  President,  and  to  give  efficient  and  cheer- 
ful aid  in  filling  up  the  thinned  ranks  of 
our  armies.  It  is  due  to  our  brethren  on 
the  field,  who  have  battled  so  heroically  for 
the  flag  ot  our  country,  the  Union  of  the 
States,  and  to  uphold  the  Constitution,  that 
prompt  and  voluntary  assistance  should  be 
rent  to  them  in  this  moment  of  their  peril. 
They  went  forth  in  the  lull  confidence  that 
they  would  at  all  times  receive  from  their  fel- 
low-citizens at  home  a  generous  and  efficient 
support  Every  emotion  of  pride  and  patri- 
otism should  impel  us  to  give  this  by  volun- 
tary and  cheerlul  contributions  o;"  men  and 
money,  and  not  by  a  lorced  conscription  or 
coercive  action  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment. 

Every  conservative  throughout  the  land 
will  thank  Gov.  S.  for  these  timely  words  of 
encouragement.  Every  effort  should  be 
made  by  the  loyal  States  to  fill  up  our  army. 
The  military  operations  of  the  Government 
are  delayed  and  hindered  by  the  want  of 
adequate  military  power,  and  are  threatened 
with  serious  disasters.  Prompt  action  is 
needed.  Halleck  has  succeeded  in  placing 
our  armies  in  such  positions  that  neither 
can  aid  the  other  by  diversion,  or  strategy 
or  direct  aud  speedy  reinforcements,  and  the 
-  only  safety  is  in  making  each  army  large 
enough  to  meet  any  force  which  it  is  in  the 
power  of  the  rebels  to  bring  against  it. 

If  we  ineet  with  a  disaster  in  the  centre, 
although  the  disaster  may  not  proye  fatal — 
no  disaster  can  be — it  may  protract  the  war 
To  meet  all  contingencies,  let  every  loyal 
official  and  private  citizen,  lend  their  whole 
influence  and  aid  to  the  raising  of  men 
The-tnore  men  we  get,  the  sooner  the  war 
will  be  ended  and  peace  restored. 


BofTha  Cincinnati  Times,  iu  commenting 
upon  a  recent  article  of  ours  on  the  subject 
of  enlisting  negro  troops  in  Kentucky,  says: 

The  plan  of  Secretary  Stanton,  as  we  un- 
derstand it,  is  this:  he  will  establish  recruit- 
ing offices  in  the  Border  States,  ami  offer  to 
slaveholders  $300  for  each  able-bodied  negro 
who  will  enlist  in  the  army;  the  slave  to  be 
made  free  at  the  expiration  of  li is  term  of 
service.  If  any  man  can  seriously  object  to 
this,  we  should  be  glad  to  know  upon  what 
grounds. 

Several  serious  objections  are  made  to  the 
enlistment  of  negro  troops: 

1.  It  is  inhuman  to  entice  or  force  a  negro 
to  fight  for  another  man's  Governmcn'..  The 
reasou  urged  by  many  in  the  Northern 
States  that  it  will  save  the  lives  of  white 
men.  is  not  only  dishonorable,  but  inhuman. 
>Jo  slaveholder  would  ever  place  his  slave 
between  himself  and  danger. 

2.  The  plan  proposes  to  consult  the  slave, 
and  not  the  owner. 

3.  It  would  leave  in  the  slave  States  a  large 
free  negro  population,  which,  no  one  knows 
better  than  a  Cincinnati  editor,  is  the  mean- 
est population  on  the  globe.  This  popula- 
tion would  be  such  a  nuisancethat  the  people 
of  Kentucky  would  expel  it  from  the  State 

4.  The  Federal  Government  has  no  right 
or  authority  to  go  into  the  slave  trade— its 


pledge  to  pay  $300,  or  suy  other  euro  would 
not  be  binding.  The  Abolition  party  if  they 
ever  got  control  of  the  Government,  would 
repudiate  it,  while  any  other  party,  would 
be  afraid  to  tax  the  people  of  the  North  to 
pay  for  the  slaves 

5.  The  enlistment  of  negro  troops  retards 
the  enlistment  of  white  soldiers.    Up  to  the  ' 
time  when  tho  negro  policy  was  commenced,  I 
we  had  no  difficulty  in  getting  volunteers,  j 
the  whole  nation  was  united  in  a  cordial  ; 
support  of  the  war.    As  soon,  however,  as 
Abolition  counsels  prevailed,  volunteering 
stopped  the  conscript  law  became  a  neces 
sily — the  people  were  divided,  the  energies 
of  the  loyal  masses  neutralized  and  paral- 
ized  by  divisions  and  dissensions. 

C.  The  whole  army,  except  here  ami 
there,  in  the  case  of  some  political  General, 
or  ambitious  Colonel,  abhors  the  whole  pol- 
icy— view  the  whole  enterprise  with  disgust — 
army  correspondents  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

7.  As  for  Kentucky,  she  is  unanimous 
against  it,  and,  so  far  as  she  is  concerned,  while 
she  is  a  loyal  Slate,  she  will  maintain  her 
own  just  and  constitutional  rights.

Abolition  demand.  Again  we  repeat  that 
we  are  unconditionally  for  the  Union,  and, 
being  so,  we  shall  speak  candidly  concern- 
u\f  matters  of  public  policy  which  concern, 
not  only  Kentucky,  but  the  great  cause  of 
tiie  Union  to  which  the  people  of  Kentucky 
are  so  thoroughly  and  unalterably  attached 
We  rejoice  that  the  authorities  have  given 
official  assurances  that  no  scheme  is  on 
hand  to  enlist  negro  troops  in  Kentucky. 
We  hope  that  it  will  not  be  done  any  where. 
The  witty  part  of  the  Times'  article  we  pass 
by  with  the  single  remark  that  the  senti- 
ments of  the  Commonwealth,  reflect  the 
sentiuientsof  the  loyal  people  of  Kentucky, 
and  conform  to  the  principles  of  the  inau- 
gural address  of  our  Governor,  which  has 
been  so  universally  endorsed  and  applauded 
by  all  loyal  men  everywhere.

Thu  Colombia  Raid— The  Louisville 
Journal,  of  October  27th,  says,  the  pleasant 
county  town  of  Adair  has  been  cursed  by 
two  recent  visits  from  guerrilla  bands.  The 
first  was  by  about  52  men,  on  Saturday  week, 
under  the  notorious  Dillsbury,  and  the  sec 
ond  on  Monday  last,  when  250  to  300  re- 
peated the  visit  under  Hamilton,  Champ 
Ferguson  R.  H.  Philpott,  and  Dillsbury. 
On  both  occasions,  as  soon  as  they  entered 
the  town,  they  commenced  the  indiscrimin- 
ate robbery  of  every  one  in  the  streets,  taking 
watches,  money,  and  valuables,  with  pistols 
presented  in  unpleasant  proximity  to  their 
victims'  heads.  They  were  no  respecters  of 
persons;  negroes  were  assailed  with  as  much 
xang  froid&a  Nat.  Gaither,  Esq  ,  the  son-in- 
law  and  Secretary  of  State  of  Gov.  Beriah 
Magoffin,  who  lost  a  valuable  watch.  The 
utter  recklessness  of  these  scoundrels  may  be 
appreciated  when  we  are  told  by  citizens 
that  Champ  Ferguson,  a  murder-spotted 
fiend,  was  the  best-behaved  of  the  gang.  They 
broke  open  the  safe  of  Messrs.  .Suddarth  & 
Alexander,  set  the  office  on  fire,  burned  the 
records  of  the  Clinton  County  and  Circuit 
Courts,  which  had  been  brought  there  for 
safety,  look  away  several  negroes,  all  of 
whom,  but  two  or  three,  managed  to  elude 
the  vigilance  of  their  captor  and  returned  to 
their  homes.  They  seized  three  wagons  filled 
with  goods  from  this  city,  and  drove  thun 
off,  stripped  the  town  of  all  the  store-goods, 
and  wantonly  broke  Up  the  furniture. 

Governor  Bramlette's  extensive  law-libra- 
ry, with  his  private  papers  and  letters,  was 
taken  off  and  scattered  all  along  the  road 
lor  two  miles  out  of  the  town.  As  they  were 
departing,  when  they  reached  the  municipal 
boundary,  they  hailed,  turned  round,  and, 
with  mingled  humor  and  triumph,  gave 
three  cheers  for  Governor  Bramlelte  and  no 
mote  men  or  money  !

From  the  General  orders  recently 
issued  from  the  War  Department,  we  con- 
dense the  following :  No.  324  extends  the 
lime  for  enlisting  veteran  volunteers  to  the 
1st  of  December,  1863.  Th*  first  instalment 
of  bouuty  is  increased  to  $60,  making  the 
total  payment  on  muster  in  $75,  and  reducing 
the  remainder  of  the  bounty  at  the  end  of 
three  years'  service  to  forty  dollars.  No  325 
amends  the  Revised  Army  Regulations  to 
allow  $30  instead  of  $10  for  the  apprehension 
and  delivery  of  deserters.  This  includes  the 
remuneration  for  all  expenses  incurred  in-*,p 
prehending,  securing,  aud  delivering  desert 
era.  No.  326  calls  special  attention  to  the 
act  for  enrolling  national  forces,  section  22 
-of  which  provides  that  oourte-martfal  shall 
have  power  to  sentence  officer*  who  shall 
absent  themselves  from  their  commands 
without  leave,  to  be  reduced  to  the  ranks  to 
serve  for  three  years  or  during  the  war. 


No  Negro  Enlistments  in  Kbvtcokt. — It 
will  be  seen  from  a  special  despatch  on  our 
first  page,  dated  Washington,  October  25, 
that  the  order  relative  to  the  enlistment  ol 
negro  soldiers  applies  only  to  Missouri,  Ten- 
nessee, Maryland,  and  Delaware.

The  5th  OhioCavalry  on  a  Raid — It  Inter- 
feres with  a  Rebel  Election. 

From  the  Corinth  Chanticleer,  of  the  16th, 
we  learn  that  the  5th  Ohio  cavalry  have 
been  out  on  a  raid  Southward.  That  jour- 
nal says  : 

"The  5th  Ohio  cavalry  ;  under  command  of 
Colonel  Heath,  made  a  raid,  last  week,  as  far 
down  asGuntown.  Last  Tuesday,  Gth,  was 
the  general  election  day  of  the  Rebels  in 
Mississippi,  and  theguerrila*  had  flocked  lo 
the  polls,  at  Baldwin,  Major  Ham  having 
valliantly  tendered  the  protection  (?)ofhis 
command  to  defend  the  voters  against  the 
Yankees.  But  as  soon  as  the  rumor  reached 
Baldwin  that  our  forces  were  advancing, 
then  commenced  such  a  scatteration  and 
skedaddling  as  never  was  seen  before  !  The 
polls  were  closed  before  a  Yankee  was  seen  ; 
the  judges  ran  off  with  the  poll-books;  the 
voters,  like  rabbits,  sought  refuge  in  the 
thickest  brush,  and  in  the  van  of  all  this 
frightened,  fleeing  flock,  was  Ham's  valliant 
battalion  of  protectors!  But  flight  did  not 
save  them,  for  the  gallant  Fifth  horse  pur- 
sued them  for  two  days  with  unrelenting 
pertinacity,  killing,  wounding  and  scattering 
them  in  every  direction,  whenever  they  could 
bo  coaxed  to  make  a  stand  and  show  fight, 
which  was  not  indeed  too  often.  Major 
Smith,  of  the  5th  Ohio  cavalry,  induced  Ma- 
jor Ham  himself  by  the  strongest  motive 
ever  held  out  to  him  to  try  the  utmost  speed 
of  his  horse,  for  the  gallant  Ohioan  was  af- 
ter the  Butternut  militiaman  with  vengeful 
celerity,  and  would  have  left  the  Rebel  Ma- 
jor 'a  body'  but  for  the  unfortunate  snap- 
ping of  every  cap  on  his  pistol.  However, 
the  scout  was  highly  creditable  to  the  gal- 
lant officers  and  brave  men  of  the  'Fifth 
horse,'   for  they  killed  a  brace  of  'rebs. 


American  Ice  in  India.— And  now  that  I 
have  touched  on  America,  let  me  record  a 
lew  instances  in  connection  with  Americans 
in  the  old  world,  which  I  always  look  back 
upon  with  intense  pleasure.  It  was  on  a 
fine  warm  morning  at  Calcutta — where  the 
mornings,  and  the  nights  too,  tor  that  mat- 
ter, are  generally  warm — in  the  spring  ol 
1835,  that  my  servant,  Bapoo,  rushed  fran- 
tically into  my  bedroom  and  aroused  me 
with  the  intelligence  that  a  ship  had  arrived 
from  America  laden  with  burrutf—  ice.  I 
muttered  a  pah!  and  turned  to  sleep  again. 
But  Bapoo  was  inexorable.  Did  master 
want  to  loose  the  opportunity  ol  getting  ice 
for  his  wine  and  his  butter?  Other  gentle- 
men were  already  on  board  and  the  ice 
would  soon  be  gone.  Suddenly  I  remem- 
bered reading  that  the  Yankees  Were  in  the 
habit  ol  sending  ship  loads  of  lake  ice  to 
Cuba.  Was  it  possible  that  the  spirit  of 
enterprise  had  extended  to  the  shipment  of 
the  article  to  India?  Why  not?  Where 
were  the  limits  to  American  enterprise  and 
ingenuity?  1  sprang  up,  took  my  bath, 
dressed,  rode  down  lo  tho  river's  side  and 
was  promptly  ou  board  the  Boston  ship 
which  Mr.  Tudor  had  consigned  to  Calcutta. 
1  soon  learned  all  about  it.  This  was  the 
first  experiment.  If  tho  ice  sold  well  and 
people  would  take  means  to  store  if,  any 
quauiity  could  be  exported  to  Calcutta 

Holding  a  prominent  public  position  at 
the  time,  I  at  once  went  to  Lord  William 
Bentinck,  the  Governor  General,  held  con- 
sultations with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  the  result  was  that  the  thing  was  taken 
up  earnestly.  Ice  houses  were  built — ice 
boxes  in  the  meanwhile  doing-duty  lor  them 
— a  piece  of  plate  presented  to  Mr  Rogers, 
the  supercargo  of  the  ship,  an.l  from  that 
time  to  this  the  trade  has  gone  on  merrily 
enough.  We  madesad  mistakes  at  first,  and 
much  wastage  was  the  consequence.  The  stu- 
pid native  servants  could  not  be  made  to  uu- 
de8tand  that  ice  would  evaporate  if  exposed  to 
the  air.  They  thought,  on  the  contrary,  that 
if  it  were  wrapped  up  in  baize  the  warmth 
of  the  covering  would  causa  it  to  melt,  and 
so  tli oy  carried  it  open  through  the  huh.  Ii 
they  took  a  luuip  in  their  hands  they  would  let 
it  drop,  declaring  it  burnt  tketr  fingers  In  our 
hospitals  the  American  importations  became 
real  blessing  in  allaying  inflammation  and 
subduing  irritation,  ItaoUect  was  tried  in  a 
few  choleia  oases  The  sufferers  called  lor 
water  to  ussuage  their  burning  thirst,  and 
because  it  proved  a  powerlul  and  effectual 
tonic  in  ouo  or  two  cases  it  was  tried  Ire 
quently — unluckily  with  an  opposite  effect 
[Cor.  Boston  Journal.

Then  let  us  thank  Him  in  fullness  of 
heart  for  all  His  manifold  blessings  and 
"loving  kindness  to  usward,"  and,  especially, 
for  the  crowning  victories  He  has  given  our 
arms  over  the  enemies  of  our  free  govern- 
ment, assuring  our  hopes  of  a  preserved 
nationality.
